The  Republican  Convention  to  nominate  a  can- 
didate for  President  of  the  United  States  opened 
yesterday  in  Cleveland,  and  the  proapects  are 
that  Governor  Landon.  of  Kanaas.  will  be  eheaen 
aa  the  opponent  of  Mr.  Franklin  O.  Roosevelt. 
Most  of  the  delegates  attending  the  convention 
are  pledged  to  his  support,  and  there  is  general 
agreement  among  the  Republicans  that  he  would 
make  a  good  candidate,  the  only  duubt  being  as 
to  whether  he  would  make  a  good  opponent  to 
the  preeeat  laeumbent  of  the  white  Houae.  He 
is  not  like  the  President,  has  not  a  flexible  per- 
sonality, little  altQwman;»iup  iiiid  few  of  the  arts 
usually  asioelated  with  prominenoe  in*  politics. 
Mr.  Landon  has  limpUrily  and  is  endowed  with 
practical  common  sense.  Whatever  attractive- 
neag  he  hac  la  of  an  entirely  different  orded>  to 
that  of  Mr,  Hooaevelt. 

Mr.  Landon  ha^  this  advantage  in  tlie  nght 
that  win  be  made  for  hla  nomination  In  that  the 
has  no  aerlous  rival.  Mr.  Borah  is  probably  an 
abler  man  and  a  more  dominant  national  person- 
ality, but  the  threat  majority  of  the  Republicans 
are  persuaded  that  he  would  not  carry  the  party 
far  on  the  road  to  success.  Other  candidates  will 
be  mentioned,  seme  even  will  be  voted  on.  but 
none  of  them  enjoy.'i  the  .ame  position,  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  delegau  s  as  Governor  Landon. 

The  Convention  must  paa*  through  a  period  of 
furore  before  the  nomination  la  made.  It  must 
give  to  the  country  at  large  the  opinion  that  it  is 
swayed  by  an  cxhlUratlng  aentiment.  and  it  must 
make  as  mueh  aolee  as  possible  to  endeavor  to 

show  that  Republicanism  la  a  force  that  must  be 
reckoned  with  in  the  nations  politics.  The 
Americana  take  their  politics  very  seMottaly  and 
very  noisily  as  well  .^t  the  present  Convention 
tt-tx  cut  and  dried  bc(prehan4  Uiat  Mr.  Landon 
will  be  the  Republlcaa  ehelee  for  thf  nomination.
